Imperial County is Seeking 
to Recover $8000 


Several of the Present and 
Former Officers Involved 


Compensation for Services 
Held Illegal 


EL CENTRO, Nov. 2.—Imperial 
county wants to collect more than 
$8000 from severa] county officials 
-nd former county officials who, in 
1921, formed what was known as 
a “publicity committee.” Suits have 
been filed by the District Attorney 


to recover money paid the officials 
for salaries as committeemen, fol- 


lowing investigation of the ovpera- 
tions of the committee by the coun- 
ty grand jury. The actions are 
based on the theory that the offi- 
clals, who at the time were draw- 
ing regular salaries from the coun- 
ty, had no legal authority under 
the State Constitution to receive 
additional pay.

A clear-cut vigor was the domi- 
nating inspiration for the audience 
in a compellingly-given program 
yesterday afternoon at Philhar- 
monic Auditorium. It was the sec- 
ond concert by the Phiiharmonic 
Orchestra this season, and proved 
an exceptional credit to the drama- 
tie power of Walter Henry Roth- 
well, the conductor. His reading 
of the score of the Tschaikow#ky 
Symphony No. 4 in F minor was 
one of the finest in its splendid 
contrasts and its stimulating rhy- 
thms and dynamics that he has 
ever given. 

Tschaikowsky remains a super- 
favorite still with the audiences 
here. Ample proof of this was,fur- 
nished in the, reception that was 
accorded the music and the in- 
terpretation. The Fourth Symphony 
is without doubt the composer's 
finest, and it was played with a 
fire that left little or no trace of 
baneful sentimentality. The emo- 
tion was never thrust in your face, 
but every latitude was afforded in 
the matter of dramatic bigness and 
power. 

Charming in feeling was the 
andantino in modo di canzona; tru- 
ly lyric. It was followed by the 
scherzo that had almost a mys- 
terlous quality. Both the opening 
and the closing movements of the 
work were filled with thrilling 
pauses and dashing climaxes of 
tone, and,the actual close swept 
on like a veritable tornado. 

Mr. Rothwell seems to be emerg- 
ing very brilliantly this year, and 
I hope that the present progressive 
mood will be maintained. It has 
udded measureably to the, interest 
of the concerts. The first was ex- 
emplary in its yielding to the 
taste for modern music, and yes- 
terday’s was made very inviting in 
the performance. 

Jn addition to the symphony, 
Berlioz’s Scherzo, “Queen Mab, or 
the Falry of Dreams,” from the 
dramatic symphony “Romeo and 
Juliet.” by Berlios. was played. 
This ranked as a rarity, as does 
nearly all Berlioz music. The in- 
terest in the composer is largely 
historic, and he is frequently - 
called as the one who was in the 
habit of asking for more drums 
than you could find tn the bands 
of a Legion convention parade 
and more harps than would be 
discovered at an Irish wake. 

His “Queen Mab” suite is as 
lovely and airy as it is possible 
to image. The rendition had the 
slightest possible character, and 
made impression of delicate de- 
light. 

The Glazounow “La Danse De 
Salomee” wes an orchestrally riot- 
ous affair, and offered still anoth- 
departure from the 
conventional ways, even though it 
has been heard before. 

The soloist, Claire Dux, known 
for her work in opera, received 
the plaudits of her audience for 
her very excellent singing of Mo- 
farts “Deh Vien! ‘non tardar,” 
from “The Marriage of Figaro.” 
Her voice is beautifully clear, and 
she shows rare intelligence in its 
use. The fact that she lacks big- 
ger emotional coloring and physic- 
al fervor diminished somewhat 
the effect of such splendid songs 
“Morgen” and “Staendchen” by 
Richard Strauss. Nor did she at- 
tain the full verity of Reger's 
“The Virgin's Lullaby.” She made 
a real effort ta accomplish these 
things, but her ambitions were 
rather greater than her powers. 
The Mozart aria, which was ex- 
tremely difficult, will, however, re- 
main a distinctly pleasant memory 
with her audience.

A DECORATIVE FILM 


PALACE OF KING” HAS 
PREMIERE 


“IN

To be quite frank about it, if: 


the films are now setting the 
styles, there will be an abundance 
of jeweled gowns worn about six 
months hence, with very high 
collars, and very fancy headgear, 
even in the private precincts of 
the boudoir. There is no. doubt 
about this being a very decorative 
season, as the costume productions 
have proven, and if a further tes- 
timony is needed, a visit to the 
California, where “In the Palace of 
the King” is showing, should 
satisfy. 

The premiere of this Goldwyn 
adaptation of a romantic novel by 
IF. Marion Crawford that was 
popular some seasons ago took 
place last night. The affair was 
quite well attended by filmdom's 
elect and also by many routined 
first-nighters. There was perhaps 
nothing gala, but at least “a nice 
sociable atmosphere ,that gave 
quality to the presentation, which 
is the second under the 
policy of the theater. 

Everything is being done by the 
management of the house to add 
worth and distinction to their pres- 
entations. Notable is the orches- 
tral mu for the most part., 
Carli D,. Elinor is really having a 


which will doubtless add much to 
succeeding’ presentations, as they 


doing in the instane of this par- 
ticular one. 

“In the Palace of the King” was 
directed by Emmett J. Flynn, who 
won prominence several seasons 
with the clever treatment of the 
story of “The Connecticut Yankee 
In King Arthur's Court.” That 
was one of the early costume pic- 
tures, if such it might be called, 
for there was a modern angle, and 
he followed this with “The Count 
of Monte Cristo” which attained a 
very creditable vogue. His pres- 
ent picture is his most ambitious 
and clegant. 

I feel the need of this rather dis- 
cursive preamble to the actual 
criticiam of the picture, because, 
while Mr. Flynn is known, he is by 
no means definitely established yet 
among the foremost producers of 
bigger features. “In the Palace of 
the King” is the first in which 
he has had a -larger freer hand, 
and consequently the results are in 
the nature of a more important 
test. 

The story is in a degree against 
him. It is old-fashioned and theat- 
rical. In fact, at times, it is thor- 
oughly operatic. With the music 
as weil played as at the California, 
it is likely to look even better than 
it really is. The ecore which is de- 
vised fits the mood nicely, and in 
so far as pictures are to an extent 
dependent on music for their stimu- 
lus, this may be said to attain an 
interesting effect. 

Certainly there is some splendid 
acting. The penformances of 
Blanche Sweet, Sam De Grasse 
and Pauline Starke in particular 
stand’ out. Hobart Bosworth and 
Alleen Pringle also have some ex- 
cellent scenes. William V. Mong 
is in the background a lot, but 
dependable, and others along the 
large list may be commended for 
their work. 

The settings too may be warmly, 
praised. They speak real beauty 
and amplitude, and they have the 
truly decorative quality. The ex- 
terior of the castle is one of the 
finest constructions for a costume 


film since “Robin Hood,” ‘ and 
many of the interiors fash exquis- 
iteness. 


While I do not lightly cast 
away any of these virtues of the 
picture, I feel that they will not 
supplant the need for a truly big- 
ger Fruman appeal in the story., 
and ‘the fact that the material 
has not been handled to the best 
advantage picture-wise. Too much 
of it is th the subtitles. These 
may be well written, and all that, 
but after all the language of pic- 
ture is vigorous or subtle action. 
Mere beauty, of which there is 
Lwienty, does not tell all. This, in 
fact, is an excellent instance of 
how Chaplin treatment, such as is 
visible in “A Woman of Paris,” 
would have been invaluable in 
adding to the worth and force of 
the actual drama. 

Though the fault here is chiefly 
one of unreality, particularly em- 
phasized when at the finish the 
hero whom you had thought dead 
comes to life as the blind girl is 
tragically kissing his lips, there 
are many viVid flashes to be en- 
joyed from the emotion of Miss 
Sweet and the others in some of 
the scenes. Edmund Lowe does 
hardly more than stride through 
his part, except for moments here 
and there. Miss Starke, Mr. De 
Grasse ahd Mr. Bosworth offer 
some sterner stuff and Miss Pringle 
and Mr. Mong are interesting 
while the production as a whole 
has a richness that will doubtless 
fascinate.
